To  have  a  good  lawn  the  soil  must  be  rich,  carefully  worked  and  well  leveled.  All  refuse  should 
be  removed  and  some  good  fertilizer  worked  intoWhe  soil.  Either  fine  pulverised  Sheep  Guano  or 
Morecrop  Lawn  Fertilizer  will  give  good  results.  Then  use  the  best  seed  obtainable.  Plant  any  time 
from  September  until  late  spring.  Rake  in  the  seed  and  then  roll.  In  watering  your  lawn  soak  it 
deeply  and  not  too  often,  as  frequent  light  waterings  tend  to  bring  the  roots  close  to  the  surface, 
where  they  quickly  dry  out  and  sometimes  burn  out.  But  don’t  expect  to  make  a  good  lawn  with 
cheap  seed.
